are doors and windows in houses and 
buildings in inconceivable places. The 
roads and country were ciuite rough 
from shell holes and free-runt as a re- 
sult of careless or hurried burying de- 
tails. 
The interesting part 
of 
the 


country-is the history that has-been 
made there, and to see the towns and 
rivers we have all been reading about 
recently. 
We camped on the Reddy 
farm, north of Clerges and were very 
glad to lie down when we got there. 
The boys from home were camped 
near us'but I did not get over to see 
them. 
Had. an • aeroplane raid 
the 


first night, causing some excitement 


, but no casualties. I made a trip on 


[ reconnaissance; had a hot night while 
Fritz was shelling a ration dump 
near us. We Kad one gas alarm that 
nigrht. 
••Our next day's work brought us in 
sight of the Boche positions. We got 
back and reported by supper time. On 
Tuesday morning a K. C. chaplain said 
mass in the old ruined church where 
the Boche once had a Red Cross sta- 
tion, with a machine gun nest in the 
tower. 
Awful men, those fellows. 
"Harry Williams' was stationed near 


the church. I ptepped in to visit him 
several times.. . Sergeans Oss, who 
used to work in tire McCue.&'Buss 
drug store, was with him thtre. One 


'night we strolled over to Lieutenant 


Quentin Roosevelt's grave. You have 
a piece of the cloth from.tho plane. 
That's the biggest piece I saw there. 
Kveryone took something for- s. sou- 
venir. 
"Leaving- this sector we traveled in 
a French camion train, with. Chinese 
coolie'drivers packed in like sardines. 
In one large town a French soldier 
who could talk tho best English of 
any I have heard yet, was talking to 
us in the truck while we were stopped. 
He had attended the same school in 
New York city as a fellow of our 
company in the truck. 
We finished 


up this move with a short hike which 
brought us to a very fine ' woods at 
Pirre-fond, passed the old Chateau of 
tho Charlemagne Kings which is cer- 
tainly a -wonderful piece of masonry 
six hundred years old. 
I was sent 


up with another reconnaissance party 
from here, so didn't get a chance to 
look the castle over, a privilege which 
was very hard to get in peace times. 
It was very bright moonlight part of 


O. K. 


the night 
hiked 
from here, so 


we had quite a time keeping in the 
shadows when we would hear Boche 
planes' humming. 
'Tis a good thing 


there is so much difference in the 
hum of their motor. 
We rolled in at 


daybreak, . a 
pretty tired bunch of 


soldiers. 
Ae eight we were rolled out, 


about a dozen of us, to make recon- 
naissance of roads up to the second 
lines 
Out of the first town a lot of 


rolling, kitchens .were pulled «p alone 
the. side of the road and Cook Parker 
from Company M hailed me as we 
passed. 
I talked with htm and he 
said 'Mickey is up there on the bank.' 
He was there, rolled up in his blanket, 
sound asleep. 
I' had to v/ake him 
and talk to him a few minutes, as 
I had 'not seen him since Christmas 
Hollenbeck was with hiih; buth

. 
"We came across many old trenches 


which the Boche had held for the 
first four years of the war. They had 
some vary large and once elaborate 
dugouts and caves, which we later ap- 
propriated for our own use as -we 
moved up. The signs were all in Ger- 
man. For instance, 'Breslaver Graben 
•was the main support trench. • There 
was a great deal of old German am- 
munition and Prussian guard equip- 
ment; We moved up near this terri- 
tory in a few days. We saw one Boche 
aviator' bring- down two of our obser- 
vation ballooo'ns just as catchy as they 
do it in 'the movies. The next Satur- 
day we were watching our artillery 
put over a fine barrage, and Mickey 
came up the road.in his ration wagon. 
He 'Jumped out and 
after 
shaking 
hands, said: 
'Gosh I'm glad to see 


you again.

morning I never knew I saw you till

Corporal Moore fixed us up 
with i clean clothes and a good bath 
so we wouldn't bring 'anything' down 
here. They were glad to see us back, 
and was assigned a platoon to Instruct 
in' the morning. 
"This morning we went into town 
to high mass at. the cathedral.
